PRISON LABOR IN CANADA 
A prison raport reeaady is- 
sued in Canada shows that every | 
man sentenced to hard labor 
costs the country a dollar a day 
more than he earns. The raaaon 
for this, according to the report, ' 
is that "the labor required of the 
prisoder is not made the most of 
on productive account." 

By way of making a better fis- 
cal showing in the employment 
of the convicts the report sug- 
gests that instead of stone break- 
ing and other loiw«fatnrn occupa- 
tions that arc [H-rniittcH in the 
penitentiaries, the labor of pris- 
oners ahoold be appHed to the 
maldn^-of articles ustd in the 
Government services, such as. 
mail bags, boots, caps, uniforms, 
saddles, pails, brooms, tinware, 
wire fencing, rural mail boxes, 
desks, cabinets and freight cars. 

At one of the Canadian prison 
farms the prisoners have been 
employed in making concrete 
blocks for Government bnil^ga 
and puMic works. They also 
have engaged successfully in the 
manufacttn^ of drainage mater- 
ials. A larpc portion of an asy- 
lum recently built was the work 
of the convicta on this same pris- 
on farm. The Toronto Mail and 
Empire sees in these and other 
branches of labor an ot>portunity 
to use the convicts profitably in 
work for the Oovernment and 
possibly in other lines whefe 
there would not be too great con- 
flict with free labor. The ratio 
of prison production at present 
to kdtMtrial production is 50 
cents as compared with $100 and 
the Mail and Empire thinks a 
small increase of prison produc- 
tion would not hurt Canadian 
workingmcn. "The time is com- 
ing," that paper says, "though it 
may not be now upon us, when 
the prisons, instead of housing 
idle or unproductively employed 
men, will themselves be impor- 
tant industrial and training in- 
stitutions." 
Canada does not seem to be 

considering' the question of us- 
ing prison labor on roads. The 
convicts come less in competi- 
tion with free labor, perhaps, in 
road building than in anything 
else for the reason that most of 
the roads they construct would 
not be built at all, owing to the 
cost being prohibitive wider the 
free labor system. .

WITHIN A QUAItTBR OF 
AN DiCM OF DBATH 

Few men even on the field of 
battle, have experienced mo- 
ments of greater danger than 
came to Lyman H. Howe's pho-J 
tographer recently while cine-t 
matograohing th« Qnfid Canyon ' 
of Ar^na. While aplendid 
views may. be photographed 
there from many different loca- 
tions, nevertheless it is usually 
the points that are considered in- 
accessible that offer the most 
commanding views. And it was 
tlie overpowering desire to pho- 
tograph a scene from a position 
in mid-air, which had never been 
attempted, th.it hrought Howe's 
photographer within an inch of 
death. To be enact, it was with 
in a quarter of an inch. A quar- 
ter inch rope was all that held 
him suspended over a chasm one 
mile deep. Moreover, the rope 
was caught in the pulley and 
was gradually "sawing" through. 
One of the guides had lov^ercd 
him over a cliff and left him 
dangling in mid-air until the 
moment when the swinging 
movement to and from over the 
chasm died down enough to en- 
able the daring photographer to 
take a steady picture. While 
thus suspended the rope became 
twisted and "jammed" in the pul- 
ley so that he could not be drawn 
Up again. Meanwhile the rope 
was momentarily weakening and 
creaking from the excessive 
strain. In this precarious posi- 
tion, seconds seemed like years 
to the camera man who had bold- 
ly defied dpath in his ambition 
to photograph from such a start- 
ling viewpoint 

Providentially, the rope was 
finally untangled by the photog- 
rapher himself who revolved on 
its end, and then the guide by 
heroic efforts succeeding in pull- 
ing up the now> half-conscious 
camera man to terra firnia after 
an experience so thrilling that 
he insists he will confine his ac- 
tivities in the future to the safer 
way of photographing — from ^ 
firm footing. 

He was rewarded lor his per- 
ilous adventure by scenes of su- 
preme interest which are includ- 
ed in the production at Lyman 
H. Howe's Travel l^estival which 
comes to the Tabb Opera House 
tonight, March iSth.

They had me led out 
to be shot, when I earnestly pro- 
tested I was .-\ndy English, well 
known as a regular soldier under 
Sterling Price, and not John En- 
glish, the bushwhacker. One of 
their number who had known 
.Andy, but not myself, admitted 
I was telling the truth, and my 
life wab spared. I was never ac 
cuaad Mora m vhiee «f lying or 

showing the white featht r, but a 
military necessity will be my ex- 
cuse at Judgment Day." 

John English has made sucb a 
good citizen since the war, that 
those who wanted to execute him 
could be glad he was saved.

NBW UQUOR LAW 

So fiMiqr cMtcfii luivt made 
inquiries at this office concerning 
the provisions ol tiM new liquor 
Law, known as the Frost ' bill 
and which has passed both 
Houses of the Legislature and 
has been signed by the O>vemor 
that we have concluded to repro- 
duce the same in full, which is 
as follows: 

That section 2554 be repealed 
and in lieu thereof the fnllowing 
be enacted as a substitute there- 
for: 

Section 2554. Upon applica- 
tion. Iiy writlcii petition, signed 
by a number ot legal voters in 
any county, city, town, district 
or pretiiiot to he affected, equal 
to iwenly-five per cent, of the 
votes cast therein at the laat pre- 
ccdi!ij,r general election, it sliail 
be the duty of the Judge of the 
County Gnirt in such county, at 
the next regular tciin thereof af 
tcr receiving said petition, to 
make an order on his order book 
directing an election to be held in 
such county, city, town, district 
or precinct to be affected there- 
by, on some day named in said 
petition no earlier than sixty 
daj s after said application is 
lodgi^d with the judge of said 
court, which order shall direct 
the sheriff, or other officer of 
said county, who may be ap- 
pointed to hold said election, to 
open a poll at each and all vot- 
ing places in such county, city, 
tow n, (list-ict or precinct on said 
date, for the purpose of taking 
the sense of the legal voters of 
such county, city, town, district 
or iireciiict. who are c|ualified to 
vole at elections for county offi- 
cers, upon the proposition wheth- 
er or not spiritous. \inous' or 
malt liquors, shall be sold, bar- 
tered or loaned therein, or wheth- 
er or not any prohibition law in 
any county, city, town, district 
or precinct, by virtue of any gen- 
cT.tl or specified act or acts, shall 
become imperative; and coun- 
ties, cities, towns, districts and 
precincts in which the sale, bar- 
ter or loan of spirituous, vinous 
or malt liquors, are now prohibit 
ed may have a vote thereon, un 
il. r the iimvisions of this act. 

That section 2557 be repealed 
and in lieu thereof the following 
be enacted aa a substittite there- 
for: 

Section 2557. Whenever a lo 
cal option election shall be held 
in any county, city, town, district 
ur precinct in this State and a 
majority of the votes Cast at said 
' I.'ctif.ii shall be in favor of pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor in the 
territory in which the election 
shall I),i\e been held, the law 
prohibiting said sale shall be in 
full force and affect at the expi- 
ration of sixty days from the 
ilate of the entry of the certiti 
cate of the canvassing board in 
the nr li I ! ok of the county 
court and after the expiration of 
said sixty days no license there- 
tofore issued in said territory un- 
der the laws of this State, shall 
be of any force or affect what- 
ever, but the owners of said li- 
cense shall be entitled to recov- 
er from the said county, city, 
town, district or precinct to 

which the lici-nse iiioiicN' was 
paid, such proportional part 
thereof as the unexpired period 

of license hears to the whole uf 
the year; and any person who 
shall after sixty days sell, bar 
ter or loan, directly or indirectly, 
any such liquors iu said county, 
city, town, district or precinct, 
•■hall upon conviction be fined 
not less than $60 nor more than 
$100 and be confined in the coun- 
ty jail for not less than twenty 
nor more than forty days for 
each offense and any person who 
knowingly (imiiihea or rents a 
house, room, wagon or any con- 
veyance ur thing in which spir- 
ituous, vinous or malt tiqtiors 
are sold, bartered or loaned, in 
\ iolatiun of thiit act shall upon 
conviction thereof be fined not 

li-^s tliaii $'i<) nor more than $100 
and the house, wagon, vehicle or 
other thing in which the Uqnors 
were sold, bartered or loaned 



shall be liable for all fines ad- 
judged •gtinst the person tell- 
ing, bartering or loaning the 
same. In the event that a ma- 
jority of the TOtea cast at aaid 

election shall be in favor of the 
sale of liquors then no license 
shall be granted to any person, 

firm or corporation to sail such 
liquors in said terr it or y nntil af- 
ter the expiration of the afore* 

said sixty days if the issuing of 
the liquor license was in that ter- 
ritory prohifiited by law prior to 
the holding of said election. 

All laws and parts of laws in 
conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed.

A man who died recently in 
Massachusetts left $750 in bis 
will for the care of his dog, itip- 

Itlatiag that the animal is to 
Spend the remaining days of its 
life in a house in which there are 
no children. The dog was left 
in the care of the decedent's 
housekeeper to whom there was 
a separate bequest of $i,aoo. 

This would seem to guarantee 
a peaceful old age for "the faith- 
ful animal" which presttmably, 
like it? master, has passed the 
meridian of life. Most dogs are 
short lived, so far as years go. 
Most of them, too, are fond of 
children in their younger days, | 
but dignity comes ^th age and | 
old dogs neither learn new tricks 
nor care to practice those with 
which they were familiar when 
younp. Hardened arteries, stif- 
fened limbs and impaired hear- 
ing and vision are not consis- j 
tent with the gambols of poppy- 
hood. 

An old dog craves a quiet spot 
wherein he may sleep unAstnfb- 
cd and hunt in dreams. Denied 
this he is irritable and unhappy, 



much after the manner of an old 

man who finds things not exactly] 
to his liking. It is the prilege of I 
the old man to live in the past 
when there is not much to live 
for in the present, but one may 
not know to what extent the old 
dog with his limited intelligence 
and his weakened powers is cap- 
able of recollection and retro- 
spection. "A dog's life" is a syn- 
onym, for sordid living and is 
peculiarly applicable to dogs that 
have outlived thdr usefttlneM. 
Too often they recdvf teaflt con- 
sideration. 

"A merciful man is merciful to 
his beast." A humane man may 
be depended upon to accord kind 
treatment to the horse or the dog 
which serves him faithfully for 
the small return of board and 
lodging. But the promptings of 
humanity are fitful and transi- 
tory in this record and they do 
not often impel any serious re- 
flection on, or provision for, the 
inevitable time when "one shall 
be taken and the other left." 
Gratitude, of the genuine sort, is 
a somewhat rare virtue at best. 
As expressed in last wills and 



testaments it sometimes is pleas- 
ing in it "iebiillitions. but is quite 
as apt to be surprising, shocking 
or disappointing. .\s a rule it 
takes no account of the needs 
and the exigi-ncie-; of the dumb 
servitors and not infrequently it 
is obtusely inconsiderate of those 
who can speak for th<-niscl\es 
and do not hesitate to do so. 

The Massachusetts ritixen is 
to be commended for Us 
thnughtfulness. To be sure he 
is beyond the reach of commen- 
dation or condemnation, but he 
has set -a good example and 
doubtless his own last days were 
more comfortable by reason of 
the fact that he made provision 
for the combat of his bereft and 
discrepit dog. For, verily, the 
dog that has had his day and 
done his duty is entitled to "a 
peaceful hour in which to die."
